F.XINGTON and Concord, where 
occurred-tbe historic skirmishes 
which precipitated the Amer­ 
ican 
Revolution, 
are rapidly

of Boston. 
Lexington is only a little 
over ten miles from tic* business por­ 
tion of the Hub that is, by the old 
county road, though a trifle farther by 
rail. 
It lies in a northwesterly direc­ 


tion, ami its quiet and restful surround­ 
ing», no less than it.» historic associa­ 
tions, render it a desirable retreat for 
those who wish to «-cape the busy life 
of the city. 
Concord is seven miles 
west of Lexington and is twenty miles 
by the Fitehbtirg railroad from tic* 
Boston station. 
This quaint and beau­ 
tiful old New England town, that must 
so soon he swallowed in tin* environs 
of the advancing city of culture, is 
not only a patriotic shrine, but a liter­ 
ary Mecca as well, for here it w a s that 
the poet-sage Emerson lived, and H a w -1 
thorne, whose rare genius is only now 
beginning to he recognized at its true 
worth. 
Here also were the AFotts and 
Thoreau, and not far away was Brook 
Farm , the utopian proph**cy that suc- 
eeeded even iu its failure.

This was named for 
the Rev. John Hancock, a pastor of the 
congregation 
in 
colonial 
days 
and 
grandfather of th** John Hancock who 
presided over the meetings of the Con 
tkientnl congress. 
It is an interesting 
f:*(*t in this connection that the Revo­ 
lutionary Hancock and Samuel Adams 
were in Lexington and were being 
searched for by the royal trooj - at the 
time the Lexington battle took place. 
Standing on tie* green is a modest 
monument commemorative of th** six 
militiamen who fell *>11 that early April 
morning. 
This 
shaft 
looks 
rather 
squat and plain among tie* surround­ 
ing trees, and it is tie* hope of many 
that in time a more imposing monu­ 
ment may be built on tie* spot, one 
commensurate with the magnitude of 
the event,

months later. 
Th** story of that April day has been 
so often told that 
every American 
schoolboy knows it by heart. 
Yet it 
is on** of those things that never grow 
old ami tlmt should be recounted again 
and again until the spirit of the fa ­ 
thers shall live once more in tbe hearts 
of the sods. 
Of the escape of Raul 
Revert* from the British lines and of 
his midnight ride to arouse the citizen 
soldier}*, of the assembling of the colo­ 
nist militia on Lexington green in the 
early morning, of the advance of the 
British and Major Pitcairn's order to 
fire, of the death of the tirst of th** 
patriots, of the march to Concord and 
the skirmish by the old bridge and of 
the galling tire poured from hedges 
and trees upon the redeoats in their re­ 
treat to Boston—o f these initial throes 
in the birth of a nation what Am eri­ 
can ear can hear too often? 
In lKitl. fifty-one years after the bat­ 
tle of Lexington, the Boston News 
Letter published an account of the en­ 
gagement that cleared wp some mooted 
points. 
Among other things, it se­ 
cured a list of the patriots who made 
up the militia company. 
The muster 
roll had been lost or destroyed, and it 
w as not without considerable difficulty 
that a new roll was made up. 
It was 
determined that Captain Parker, who 
commanded tli«* company and gave tin* 
fam ous command now engraved 011 the 
stone in Lexington green, was named 
John and was not the Jonas Parker 
killed in the engagement, as supposed 
by Lossing. 
There were six Am eri­ 
cans killed in the battle and nine

The engagement at Lexington oc­ 
curred at about 5 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing.

was silKHit half past 7 when they reach­ 
ed that village and was some time 
later when the historic fight occurred 
at the North bridge, commemorated by 
Emerson's lines: 


B y the rude bridge that arched the flood, 
Their f lag to April’s breeze unfurled, 
Here once the embattled farmers stood 
And fired the shot heard round the 
world. 
The bridge is gone now. as is also the 
old road upon which the soldiers of 
King George made their disastrous re­ 
treat. but their story lives, a heritage 
of the lovers of freedom in all lands.

Has any one ever complimented you 
on the beauty of your upper eye or in­ 
quired after your gills? 
For, though 
you may not know it, you number 
these among the disused features of 
your body. 
In the center of your brain, looking 
vaguely skyward, lie the atrophied re­ 
main- of a third eye, which, It ia sup­ 
posed, was actually one of man’s use­ 
ful features at some previous state of 
development. It is known as the pineal 
gland, though covered by skin, and is 
formed in an almost perfect condition 
in certain lizards. 
You have four gills, or bronchial 
clefts, which, however, are now closed 
□p and useless. 
You originally had 
six, but two of them, by forming Into 
your 
ear 
and 
mouth, 
respectively, 
turned themselves to some account. 
However, before your luosrs developed 
and became fitted to carry on your 
breathing system, the work was done 
by the four gills which have since 
childhood ceased to develop and be­ 
come closed up. 
Your ears—that is, the outer ones— 
are quite useless save as ornaments. 
You could hear just as well without 
them. 
All the work of hearing ia done 
by the middle ear, or tympanum, and 
the internal ear. 
The outer feature is 
purely 
a pleasant sort of finishing 
touch to your hearing system. 
The 
m us.lea of the outer ear are powerless 
and not under our control. 
Are you aware that you have a mini­ 
ature grand piano in your auditory 
nerve, which is tuned up to every note 
in inn-: ? 
This is known as Corti's 
organ and consists of a series of tiny 
hairs which vibrate on the drum of 
your ear and enable you to distinguish 
the differences of sounds. 
As sometimes when you strike a note 
on the piano some ornament in the 
room will bo found to sing with It. so 
each of these hairs inside your ear vi­ 
brates in sympathy with th** musical 
sound corresponding with it. 
An appendix is generally a useful 
thing when applied to books, but man's 
appendix is not only useless, but very 
troublesome. 
Thi- is the remains of 
an intestine supposed to have formed 
part of our ancestors. 
Though many 
other parts of the body arc* practically 
useless, they are supposed to have 
b****n useful at some time, but scien­ 
tists cannot trace that the vermiform 
appendix was ever of any service to 
man. 
Toe nails are entirely useless, and 
toes are quite superfluous. 
A man 
could get along as well without toes. 
In fact, a doctor remove* 1 eight of a 
man’s toes without any inconvenience 
being suffered, and the loser got along 
quite as well without them. 
The teeth are rapidly becoming quite 
useless. 
Now that nearly ail our food 
is chopped up for us and we do not 
have to bite through hard substances 
teeth are gradually decaying. 
The fact that th«* teeth of our an­ 
cestors 400 or 500 year» ago were in­ 
finitely bigger than our own shows 
that nature is gradually taking away 
these organs. 
Tonsils, too. are almost useless and 
fulfill no serviceable object to the body. 
People can get along quite well w ith­ 
out them, and a very large proportion 
of the population have had them re­ 
move«!. 
Both the hair and the skin have end­ 
ed their «lay» of usefulness to the hu­ 
man race. 
The hair was intended to 
cover our heads from tbe heat of the 
sun. 
W e cover up the hair, and by 
shutting it off from the exposure which 
nature intended it to have we are 
gradually but surely losing this adorn­ 
ment. and it is estimated that In time 
we shall cease to grow It. 
As to the skin, it was given us t«* 
protect our bodies from the elements. 
By covering it up with clothing and 
preventing it getting proper respira­ 
tion we deprive ourselves of its -use. 
It is not inconceivable that the man of 
a very remote luture perioil may be 
not only hairless and toothless, but 
skinless a» well. 
The most extraordinary thing to be 
noted about all this is that those part» 
of the body which are useless give us 
the most trouble, while those in con­ 
stant activity remain quiescent. 
The 
teeth, through lack of work, get lazy, 
as it were, and decay. 
The tonsils, having nothing to do, 
make your life a misery to you through 
continually swelling until they are re­ 
move«!. 
The skin, which is useless to 
Civilized man, has a large variety of 
diseases to vent on us. largely due to 
its compressed condition. 
The vermiform appendix, which is 
absolutely useless, has a nice little dis­ 
ease of its own, which ft develops with 
often fatal results, known as appendi­ 
citis. 
A man can live without his frontal 
bone. 
At a recent accident a workman 
was struck by a crowbar. 
The only 
possibility of saving hi» life was by 
excising the frontal bone. 
The result 
was that the man survived, without se­ 
rious injury, though he was conscious 
of some mental defect. 
It is quite possible that an artist, 
writer or musiciau would find the ef­ 
fect of the removal to deprive him of 
the particular faculty for producing 
his work, but otherwise his brain 
would be unaffected for Its ordinary 
functions.

Products Varied In Character and Soil 


Richly Reward Faithful Farmers— 


This Will Be the Great Livestock 


Section. 


Gateswood, Ala, Special: 
There is 
a surprising lark of information on 
the part of the Northern farmer as to 
the crop possibilities of the greater 
part of the South 
Perhaps ‘he high 
lands of Baldwin county. Alabama, can 
hQst be chosen aj the locality the pro­ 
ducts of which can be named as typi­ 
cal 
representatives 
of 
the 
region 
known as the Gulf Coast 
If we take the Central South we find 
every climate and soil with which the 
Northern immigrant is familiar. 
The 
farmer from Michigan, Nebraska or 
the Dakota« will find little change In 
crops or climate, of hts experience In 
parts of Kentucky, Tennessee and 
northern Alabama, except that the 
winters arc much shorter and lack the 
aw'ful severity with which he is fa­ 
miliar. 
However, if his own health 
or that of his family requires a less 
rigorous climate and he seeks the salu- 
brtous and soft climate of the Gulf 
Coast, there is a radical change in the 
soil aud in the methods of farming as 
well as a complete change In farm 
produeta. 
On this immediate Gulf 
Coast there is no possibility of bliz­ 
zards, never such things as northers 
nor sand-storms, arid it ia never vis­ 
ited by cyclonic disturbances, and 
there are only a Tew degrees of frost. 
It Is a country where doctors and 
dealers in overcoats will seek new avo­ 
cations 
The summers are long 
Tbe 
sun is hot but the air is tempered by 
a gentle seabreeze ladened with the 
odor of pine trees, while sultry nights 
are unknown. 
Livestock has abun­ 
dant pasture'ten months in the year, 
and what little shelter may be requir­ 
ed is inexpensive 
Here are some of 
the forage crops: 
Oats yield 40 to 70 
bushels to the acre- upland rice yields 
<o to 60 bushels, if threshed worth $1 
a bushel, often cut in the milk aud 
put away like sheaf oats for feed; hay 
of various varieties; cassava (nothing 
less than South American tapioca and 
yielding from six to 11 tons to the 
acre, growing on the sandy soil) which 
is five times as rich in starch and fat­ 
tening qualities aa corn; velvet beaus 
yielding from six to sixteen tons to the 
acre; cow-poas, etc. All these furnish 
winter forage and are unfailing crops 
year after year. 
1'tvo acres of oats sown in the fall 
will furnish abundant pasture for a 
cow in the winter season, and give 
splendid 
dairying 
returns with 
no 
other feed, and can be cut with a yield 
equalling the best oats of Indiana or 
Illinois. 
There is not a day in the year when 
a man may not work out in the open 
air in his shirt-sleeves, and there is 
not a calendar month in the year when 
some edible crop may not be raised. 
Two or three crops of hay—-which is 
equal to the best timothy—can be cut 
from the same field in one year. Nei­ 
ther timothy nor red clover nor even 
blue grass do well here, in fact have 
never been given a fair test; but Ber­ 
muda, carpet grass, beggar weed and 
Mexican clover are indigenous along 
with 250 other varieties of grasses 
that originate on the Gulf Coast. 
Few 
people realize that#the high lands of 
west Florida and south Alabama are 
the best grassed countries In the 
w'orld. 
In fact, let some of these 
grasses once get a start and It Is al 
most Impossible to get rid of them. 
These hay crops are valuable and 
never falling. 
Cattle seem to prefer 
the hay to timothy from the North. 
The soli of the Gulf Coast is a sandy 
loam with a clay subsoil that perma 
nently retains fertilization, which is 
accomplished by chemical products or 
by crop rotations. 
It is much easier 
to cultivate when once cleared of the 
stumps, that work being easily done, 
than any soil in the North, and a much 
larger area may be tended than in the 
colder North. 
If fertilization is re­ 
quired it may be done at much less 
cost than elsewhere In the South, as 
the 
largest 
chemical 
fertilization 
plants in the world are on the Gulf 
Coast and their products are shipped 
by steamer from Pensacola to Ger­ 
many, England. France and all parts 
of the world. 
The native farmer has, 
save in very few cases, made little 
study of fertilization and crop rota­ 
tion, and Northern immigrants are sur­ 
prised that such vast opportunities in 
agricultural products have so long re­ 
mained dormant. 
When any man 
from the North 
comes here and makes a failure he has 
himself alone to blame. 
He must 
plant or sow such things as the coun­ 
try will produce to the best advantage. 
He never expected to raise nugar cane 
or rice or pineapples In the North, 
and he should not expect to raise 
crops down here not suited tc this 
climate, and when he comes and stu­ 
dies the soil and the seasons and is 
governed by the experiences of others 
from the North he finds that nature 
Is lavish In her certain rewards. 
Last summer I was a visitor at the 
Magnolia Hill ranch and hay farms 
owned by the great Southern States 
Lumber company, noar the town of 
Muscogee, about fifteen miles from 
Pensacola, where I feund in one place 
600 acres of land In cultivation, land 
that four years ago was thickly cum­ 
bered with large stumps of the long- 


leaf pins, and now reclaimed for agri­ 
cultural purposes, and a finer sweep of 
corn, upland rice, cassava, oats, rye 
and velvet bean fields I never saw. 
Later their huge barns were filled with 
fragrant hay and other forage crops. 
Last month they had 500 head of cat­ 
tle, 
thoroughbred 
Herelords 
and 
stock grafted on scrawny native cattle, 
with such marveloqs improvements 


over stock I saw elsewhere, that it 
must have startled those who thought 
this was never to be a stock country. 
This company had a large herd of 
Berkshire hogs that were fattened on 
cassava a, d corn, and the visitor felt 
as though he was on a big Iowa ranch, 
were it not for the vista of scattering 
pines in the distance. 
Now this was 
accomplished 
purely 
by 
a 
strictly 
Yankee way of doing things. 
These 
sheep and cattle and hogs are high- 
class. fat and in fine condition. 
Here, 
therefore. I find a practicr.1 illustration 
of the possibilities of a country that 
now does not raise nearly enough beef 
nor pork nor mutton for its own use, 
but imports meat supplies from Kan­ 
sas City. 
I find the Southland Com 
pany, which one year aud a half ago 
began colonizing a strip of 100,000 
acres of land around about the town 
of Oateswood. were using this model 
farm ns an object lesson to great ad­ 
vantage 
I took from Pensacola. Flor­ 
ida (via Cantonment, a little station 
on the L. & N railroad system, a few 
miles from Pensacola) a train out on 
the Mobile, Muscogee & Eastern rail­ 
way line, now under construction, and 
visited this bright little town of Gates- 
wood. 
It is peopled altogether with 
Northern 
settlers. 
clear-headed, 
healthful folks, who had fled from tor­ 
rid summer heat and grip-infected 
North 
with 
Its severe winters. 
I 
found a company of Chicago people, 
mostly educators, not many miles dls- 
fant who have an industrial associa­ 
tion and have planted nearly 1,100 
acres in peach and other fruit trees, 
a nursery proposition so well planned 
and so well worked out that its show- 
| i ig surprised me 
I found all these 
I lauds to be gently rolling, carpeted 
deep in rich, nutritious grasses and 
free from sandy ridges or swamps. 
There were no malarial conditions 
whatever and no pests of insect or 
I reptile life. 
There is limpid, soft 
j spring water on every quarter section, 
and every drop is fit to drink. 
Soft 
freestone water Is reached at from 15 
to 30 feet, and at a depth of 80 to 150 
feet inexhaustible flowing wells can 
1 be secured. 
In short, this is destined to he the 
great stock, grain and fruit section 
: of the South. 
Midway between Mo­ 
bile, with a rapidly increasing popula- 
j tion of 01.000. and Pensacola, with a 
population of 25,000, now exjjericnclng 
, a boom (neither place over twenty- 
five miles away), the farmer, the dairy­ 
man, the fruit raiser, the poultryrean, 
lias a market right *at hand. 
The 
freight rates based on export tariffs 
are reasonable, and In twenty-four 
hours special fast fruit trains will 
transport all the early products to 
I Chicago or New York, putting the 
same on the market ten dnva earlier 
| than similar products from other parts 
of the South, 
For some time the groat L. & N. rail 
way system has made a specialty of 
j these fa^t 
trains carrying berries, 
j peaches and cantaloupes from Castle­ 
berry. Thorsby and Cullman to the 
North, aud these products have a dis­ 
tinct Ivc merit well known all over the 
North. 
A few years ago neither of 
these places were known fifty miles 
away. 
These fruit growers never had 
thp advantage as to soil, climate and 
geographical location, nor freight tar 
iff. that these sturdy people at Gates 
wood are blessed with. 
I have visited the offices of the 
Southland company at Pensacola, Flor 
ida. and learned that the company is 
expecting to bring 1,000 families into 
this “promised land” during the next 
few month«. 
This is only one of ‘h< 
se\eral enterprises nurtured by the In­ 
ternational Land and Harlior company, 
largely capitalized by Indiana. Illinois 
and Ohio men. and having large means 
at command. 
Among their posses 
sion» are lands and wharf rights at 
Mobile, besides timber lands of vast 
value, and its own short line of railway 
opening up this new and undeveloped 
territory of which I have Just written 
Cp around Birmingham. Alabama, 
the center of the great steel interests 
of the country, I found the truck gar­ 
deners of that section were coming 
further south 
and 
acquiring landr 
which they will cultivate, thereby ex 
pectftitr to care for their Northern 
customers ir> the spring, gaining a full 
month that must elapse before the 
fields and gardens about Birmingham 
are able to supply the trade 
There la an unfailing rainfall along 
the Gulf coast. 
There is some rain 
every week in the year 
It comes up 
quickly and quits as quickly. The fall 
Is 56 inches a year, almost double the 
rainfall of the Middle States Gieroforo 
Irrigation is never required. 
I believe 
the time Is not far remote when the 
Irrigated 
lands of 
Louisiana, 
nor 
worth from $10" an acre up, will be 
second in value to the upland rice 
plateau of South Alabama, for here as 
great a yield can be had without the 
great cost or irrigation. 
Here is a summary of the ero; 
yields carefully made: 
Sugar cane yield.") a profit of $150 
an acre; upland rice $40 to $00; corn 
$20; hay $30 to $45; Irish potatoes 
(two crops) $10" to $150; sweet pota­ 
toes $150 to $250, 
Fig growing is becoming a great 
Industry on the Gulf coast and near 
Bay St. Louis a canning factory is 
establishing a splendid business. The 
yield of strawberries and peaches is 
so great that it amazes strangers and 
1* unfailing.
